A major study of the resources, e- 
conomy and Industry of the Province 
of Alberta, with the aim of predicting 
the directions and rapidity of the pro¬ 
vince's economic development, has 
now been underway for four months. 

It was Jointly announced today by 
Calgary Power Ltd., Calgary, and the 
J. T. Donald Co., Limited, Montreal 
firm of chemical and economic con¬ 
sultants. The study, sponsored by Cal¬ 
gary Power Ltd. will be carried out by 
a team of scientists, economists and 
market experts who make up the E- 
conomic and Market Research Depart¬ 
ment of the J. T. Donald firm. Sched¬ 
uled for completion In a year to eight¬ 
een months, the investigation will 
probe every aspect of Alberta’s econ¬ 
omic life. Probably never before In 
Canada's history has such a far-reach¬ 
ing study of a Canadian province 
been commissioned by a private com¬ 
pany.

Alberta’s Fire Commissioner, A. E. 
Dridges, has announced that this 
province will observe Fire Prevention 
Week, in conjunction with the re¬ 
mainder of Canada and the United 
States, during the week of October 
9-15. Special effort will be made dur¬ 
ing the week to acquaint home own¬ 
ers with fire safety. 

Statistics from fire loss reports 
have shown that last year, two thirds 
of all fires occurred in the home. As 
part of a program to curb this devast¬ 
ating loss, fire chiefs throughout the 
province will arrange as many inter¬ 
views as possible with home ow'ners 
to discuss fire safety items. 

One of the prime targets of Fire 
Prevention Week will be the cigarette 
smoker. It has been shown that smok¬ 
er’s carelessness heads the list of 
causes, both number and amount of 
destruction. 

The Fire Commissioner’s report 
shows that although there is marked 
Increase in the amount of property 
loss last year, there has been a de¬ 
crease in the number of lives lost due 
shows that the doubling of fire in¬ 
to fires. One encouraging statistic 
spections in the past four years has 
resulted in a reduction of 20 per cent 
less fires for protected dwellings. 
However buildings that have not been 
inspected have shown a 16 per cent 
increase in fire loss.

How To Save Your Family From Fire 

Get everyone out of the house the 
minute you discover a fire. 

Don’t fling doors open if you think 
there’s a fire • feel them first and If 
they’re hot, get out another way or 
block the doors with furniture or 
dampened mattresses to keep out the 
smoke and gases. 

If you have to pass through smoke 
or heat, crouch down and hold a wet 
handkerchief over your mouth and 
nose. 

Avoid panic, keep cool, don’t Jump 
from upper storey windows except as 
a last resort. Wait for the firemen • 
a closed door will hold back the fire. 

Don’t go back Into a burning build¬ 
ing for any reason other than to save 
life - and remember that smoke and 
fire gases can be deadly. 

Unless it’s a small fire and you’re 
certain you can control it with the 
right extinguisher, don’t waste your 
time or your life by trying to fight a 
fire - get away from it and call the 
fire department at once - they know 
how to fight it. 

Plan with your family what to do 
in case of a fire - plan to use an alter¬ 
nate escape route away from the fire. 

If you are burned or exposed to fire 
and smoke, get medical treatment at 
once. 

Fire losses in Alberta last year to¬ 
talled $7,657,085 or a per capita less of 
$7.37. The loss is shown in a report 
issued by the Fire Commissioner's Of¬ 
fice w hich also states that 35 persons 
died in fires w’hich could have been 
prevented. The Fire Commissioner, 
Austin Bridges draws attention to the 
toll from 2 thousand 574 fires of last 
year. 

When was the last time an electri¬ 
cian checked the wiring and the cir¬ 
cuits in your home and garage? Here 
is some Fire Prevention Week advice 
from your Fire Department: Call an 
electrician today and have him check 
your home for any electrical fire haz¬ 
ards. Don’t give fire a place to start. 

Are you a tough guy when it comes 
to fire? This is Fire Prevention Week 
and a good time to figure on how 
not to give fire a break in your home. 
Check with your Fire Department on 
those fire hazards every good home 
should be without. 


Call The Fire Department 
Don’t hesitate to call for an invest¬ 
igation by the fire department at once 
if you smell or even suspect a fire. 

In a fire minutes saved means lives 
saved. 

Many times fires gain headway be¬ 
cause each person assumes someone 
else has called the fire department. 

Find out today the quickest way to 
bring the fire department to your 
home by night or by day. 

In the city go to the nearest fire 
alarm box, phone fire department, 
call number and be able to accurately 
describe the location of the fire. 

In town or village telephone fire 
number or call operator or pull fire 
switch at the fire hall. 

In the country get help from neigh¬ 
bours and the closet fire department 
and prepare a water supply. 


Careless and negligent smoking ha¬ 
bits, misuse and careless handling of 
inflammable liquids, neglect of heat¬ 
ing equipment are hazards which can 
bo avoided. The Fire Prevention Week 
slogan Is Don’t give fire a place to 
start.’

Your District 
Home Economist 

Elizabeth M. Bartman, 
Lethbridge 

Autumn ban brought us crisp cold 
nights and the end of our gardens for 
another season. This reminded me 
to write you on a couple of subjectn. 

Did you ever estimate the cost or 
your garden tools and supplies? If 
you have, you will probably realize 
that even with a small garden your In¬ 
vestment is considerable. So it will 
pay to save tools from winter rusting 
and corrosion by putting them away 
clean and dry, and also to save all 
leftover garden chemicals by keeping 
them covered, dry and not cold e- 
nough to freeze. 

For convenience, high shelves or 
ceiling racks in dry garages or base¬ 
ments may be a good place to park 
tools and supplies for the winter. 
There they will be dry and out of tho 
reach of children and pets. 

All tools should be thoroughly clean 
and dry before putting away. Sprayers 
need special attention because liquid 
sprays left against metal parts may 
so clog and corrode the utensil that 
it will be ruined by spring and need 
replacing. To clean sprayers, first 
empty any leftover spray, then take 
the sprayer apart and rinse several 
times thoroughly with hot water, let 
dry, put together loosely and store in 
a dry place. If you use weed killers, 
have on sprayer for this purpose and 
label It accordingly. This will avoid 
such a disastrous mix-up as combining 
a weed killer with an insecticide or 
fungicide. Dustera should be emptied 
too, and blown out before storing 
away. 

All leftover garden chemicals, in¬ 
secticides, fungicides, weed killers or 
fertilizers, should be kept dry in cov¬ 
ered containers. 

Such garden items as stakes, poles 
and cords - too often left outdoors to 
rot over the winter should be cleaned 
and put away in a dry place. 

Finally, it pays to make a list of 
too!?* and supplies as you store them 
away. This list will tell what you need 
to order next spring and what you 
have on hand. 

My second subject is ‘warm up be¬ 
fore running them’. Everybody knows 
that a cold motor starts hard. Hut not 
everybody knows that this slow, la¬ 
borious start is hard on the motor. 
Household equipment specialists say 
that in cold winter weather it pays to 
save strain on motors by having them 
at room temperature - or at least 
warm enough so the oil and grease 
isn't stiff - before starting them. If 
the washing machine, for example, is 
kept on the back porch or other un¬ 
heated place, bring it indoors to warm 
up a few hours before running it. 
Likewise take the chill off any other 
motor-driven equipment large or small 
before using it. This applies to the 
sewing machine or vacuum cleaner 
kept in a cold place, or to the grinder 
out in an unheated garage. Even a 
home freezer or refrigerator should be 
located where the temperature does 
not go below 40 degrees F. unless it 
is specially equipped to operate at 
low temperatures. 

In today’s mechanized home the in¬ 
vestment in motor-driven equipment 
is large enough so that housewives 
generally should understand how to 
care for motors to make them last 
and save repair bills.
